KING EDWARD’S VISIT 

Newspapers all over Canada are expressing the pleasure 
of people of the Dominion in Prime Minister King’s indica¬ 
tion that King Edward will visit Canada following his jour¬ 
ney to India next summer. Although this has no official 
authority, it is a probability. The King’s visit to India may 
be followed by similar tours to the Dominions overseas. 

Canada is pleased to believe it has a special link with the 
Xing in the E.P. ranch, and it would be a memorable occas¬ 
ion if he should include a visit to his Alberta property in his 
Canadian tour, it is realized, however, that his present posi¬ 
tion as head of the Empire, will be an obstacle to the infor¬ 
mality and freedom which were his as the Prince of Wales. 
»nd ceremonial functions will play a larger part. 

Periodically, there are reports that the King is content 
plating the sale or gift of his Western ranch. Various names 
and institutions have been linked with this disposal of his 
property, but there has been nothing apparently to justify 
these reports. Undoubtedly his ownership of property in 
Canada, is a strong link connecting people of this country 
with the throne and the Empire, it has brought his vivid 
personality near to the people. Unless there were some 
excellent reason, it does not seem likely that he would dis¬ 
pose of this Canadian bond. As the E.P. ranch it has a sen 
timtntal value, far beyond any other, though the value or 
the Royal ranch in the world of purebred livestock is un¬ 
questioned. 

As the Prince of Wales, the King visited in Alberta in 
1919, 1923, 1924 and 1929. Southern Albertans are hoping 
that His Majesty may again honor the district in 1937. 

RELIEF AND LABOR 

The total cost of unemployment relief in Alberta for the 
past fiscal year was $5,317,849, and nothing of an important 
nature is visible from this expenditure. 

If the governments had foreseen in 1930 that expendi¬ 
tures would continue and increase as they have done, it is 
probable that they vtopld have drafted a policy of public 
works by which the country would have realized a greater 
return for outlay. Granted that this is a country of seasonal 
employment, there is still much work of a permanent na¬ 
ture that-might have been undertaken. Such work would 
have given satisfaction to the men employed, would have 
benefitted the taxpayers, and would have prevented to some 
extent .the general deterioration of manhood. In six years, 
the whole character of a man may be undermined, and 
more serious still, youth may grow up in idleness, and dis¬ 
couragement, thrust into a state of mind that accepts de¬ 
feat, and looks only for a hand-out. 

As an evidence of what is happening and growing in 
strength one might instance the case of an Edmonton man. 
manager of some People’s group. He has been unemploy¬ 
ed, it is stated, for some time, and refused work at 40 cts. 
in hour. His stand was for trade union wages, and the 40 ct 
an hour job would bring him no more than the relief allow¬ 
ance which he got for himself and family without working. 
When he was maintained on relief, he had time to cam¬ 
paign for trade union wages. If he had worked at 40 cts. 
an hour, he would have lowered his colors—besides which 
the work would have interfered with his campaign. 

Th : s is a rather glaring instance of a form of racketeer¬ 
ing which may be creeping in on the taxpayer. It is a reap¬ 
ing of that which has been sown in the past few years. 
There has been all too little discrimination between the 
shiftless and the deserving and all too little encouragement 
to those who are struggling to keep themselves out of re¬ 
lief ranks. 

The attention and consideration have not been centred on 
those who are struggling to find work and who desire to be 
self-supporting, but on those who are looking for the eas¬ 
iest way of subsistence.

MAKING A MOVE 

The first specific step that has been taken since the de¬ 
pression, to make out a real plan for utilizing the possibil¬ 
ity of unemployed youth, is taking shape under the Youth 
Employment committee. The chairman of the committee, 
Alan Chambers, is young, well educated and has himself 
been in real touch with unemployment and the sporadic at¬ 
tempts tp handle it in B.C. The other members of the com¬ 
mittee have also practical understand'ng of what is hap 
pening to Canadian youth under the unorganized methods 
of the past. Their program of useful work now in the hands 
of the National Employment Commission is said to be tak¬ 
ing into consideration the available population annually 
released from schools, with-definite employmertt in forestry, 
mining, agriculture* aviation and other lines.^She neces¬ 
sary development of Canada requires labor in such fields, if 
the scheme could be brought under organization. 

^~This plan follows a'ong the youth employment plan op¬ 
erating in L’nitel States, so successfully in the past few 
years, that President Roosevelt’s most vigorous opponents 
have approved it. 

“The Observer” in the Calgary Herald js an enthusiastic 
supporter of the American C.C.C. camps, as are all who 
have seen these camps in operation. He gives interesting 
figures in the Saturday-issue of the Herald. "Quoting the 
state of Oregon as one ‘example, since organization in 1933, 
the C.C.C. has employed 23,940 Oregon young men at a 
cost of $32,934,000. Out of this total in wages the young 
men turned over $7,082,000 to dependents on a pay of $39 
a month. There were 52 camps in Oregon, 20 in national 
forests, 7 in private forests, 2 in state forests, 2 in biologi¬ 
cal surveys, 6 In soil consewation, 5 in reclamation bureaus, 
3 for grazing divisibns and 7 in parks. They have built 3300 
miles of truck trails, 3155 miles of phone lines, 212 lookout 
towers and houses; improved 3305 acres of forest stands 
and 1,006,951 acres under control. Eighty-three large dam 
nrejects have been completed, and great agricultural acre¬ 
age and forest land improved, besides reforestration and 
efficient fire fighting. 

“And” concludes the Observer, “i n addition to this use 
“ul work, must be added the salvaging of the youth of Ore¬ 
gon from depression, degeneration, such as is too apparent 
in Canada.”

UNDERVALUING STATESMEN 

Mr. Grattan O’Leary, the well-known Ottawa journalist, 
delivered a speech before the Association of Canadian Ad¬ 
vertisers last week which well deserved the attention it 
received -from that important body, and which we hope will 
he similarly delivered to, and similarly received by, many 
other important audiences throeghout the length and 
breadth of Canada. Mr. O’Leary, who has lived with Parlia 
ments for over twenty years, is a believer in Parliaments 
and a very ardent one. He thinks that Canadians, in accord¬ 
ance with an inferiority-complex which extends to maty 
fields of judgment, gravely undervalue the ability and sin 
cerity of their public men. He thinks that this underval.ua 
tion involves a serious peril to democracy, and has much to 
do with the strong and evident tendency towards autocratic 
government in mahy parts of Canada. 

These beliefs are .not confined to Mr. O’Leary, and are not 
new even with him, for we recall hearing him enunciate 
them with a good deal of vigor to a Toronto lunch club as 
much as three years ago, when the popular hostility to “de¬ 
bating shops” was much iess developed. But the O’Leary of 
today differs from.most of the other surviving supporters 
of parliamentarism, in having built up a very dramatic 
human and appealing picture of the life and character of 
the typical parliamentarian as exemplified in a score of in¬ 
cidents which have occurred at Ottawa under his own eyes 
during almost a quarter century of press gallery life. The 
result is a singularly convincing argument-for the value and 
hsinterestedness-of the kind of leadership which is devel¬ 
oped by the parliamentary system, and which differs from 
the “Leadership” of Fascism precisely as the persuasive 
methods of a Demosthenes differ from those of a man be¬ 
hind a -machine gun.—Toronto Saturday Night.
